Folks, and Bobbi: 


I'm sorry to have to disagree with Bobbi on anything, but she said that 
metal film resistors have lower dissipation meanings than their carbon film 
equally sized equivalents. For the standard 1.4W leaded parts I have used 
at work for the last 14+ years, 'tain't so. The "1/4W" size parts are, as 
the name implies, 250mW if carbon, but if they are metal film 1% guys, they 
are rated at 400 mW.

BA-xperts: 

I had some work to do near London so I flew over on the night of 25 
September 1998. According to my copy of Practical Wireless Magazine, 
the Leicester Show was being held at the Castle Donington Exhibition 
Centre from 25 to 26 September. After, I landed at Heathrow Airport on 
the morning of 26 September, I rented a car and made the two hour drive 
north to Donington Park. This show is "the biggest amateur radio event in 
the UK". From the stand point of Exhibitors it was large with 110 
companies represented. From the stand point of Boat Anchors, it was 
fairly small. There was not tail-gating (car-boot sales) but they did 
have one Bring & Buy area. A couple of the exhibitors also had "valve" 
radios for sale. I missed the BA's that were on sale the first day - 
Friday. I also missed talking with Ben Nock (G4BXD) who was there on 
Friday. 

On Saturday, the first items that I saw were two Pye PCR2 receivers 
listed for 40 BP and 25 BP (BP = British Pound = 1.7 Dollar). Another 
fellow and I talked the prices down to 35 and 20 BP, respectively, I took 
the less expensive one home. The PYE PCR receivers were written up by Ben 
Nock in Radio Bygonnes magazine. They are a British made LF/MF/HF 
receivers going up to 20 MHz. 

Next I found an Eddystone 940 MF/HF receiver (Very Good Condition with 
Manual and Power Chord) for 150 BP that I was able to get for 130 PB. It 
will go with the Eddystone LF receiver that I already have. Both of these 
radios were in the Bring and Buy area. 

I bought a WWII German CW key (20 PB) from Roy Barret's stand. He 
usually deals with the sales of Eastern Block radios. 


Items that I passed up were: 
Racal 17L receivers (5 for 140 PB each at the M&B Radio from Leeds) 
Racal 1712 receiver asking 185 PB (M&B) 
Racal 1812 receiver (solid state with nixie tubes) 
Asking 150 BP sold for 130 BP (This was tempting but one knob was 
wrong and I was short on cash and space) 


I signed in at the Royal Naval Amateur Radio Society (RNARS) both and 
greeted other familiar faces (GOURG, G4LUE) from the Yorkshire area. 
Finally, I talked with Rob Mannion (G3XFD) and Tex Swann (G1TEX) who are 
editors of Pratical Wireless Magazine. 


That evening, I had dinner with Paul Garthwaite (G30XR) near Barnsley 
where he kind enough to give me a modified HRO (with 6 coils) for 30 BP. 


On Sunday, I picked up two telephones with buzzer and CW keys at a Flea 
Market in Farnborough where I was working. These were the British Tel Set 
D Mark V. 


After I finished work on Wednesday, I drove to Lingfield (near Gatwick 
Airport) to deliver a Hallicrafters speaker from Steve Finelli to A. J. 
(John) Reynolds. John has a house full of AR-88's, HRO's, etc. I picked 
up a Racal RA37 LF Converter for the RA-17 and two BC-610 tuning-coil 
cases (CS-137?) that I had purchased on a previous trip. From there, I 
drove up to visit Neil Clyne (G8LIU) 18 miles North West of London. He 
has a well organized radio collection of British, WWII German, and Eastern 
block radios. Visitors to England would find it well worth their while to 
call him at 44 1895 230006 to arrange a visit. 


Anyone keeping track will not be suprised to learn that when I check 
into United Airlines on Thursday morning, I had four boxes of radio stuff 
weighing an average of 60 pounds each. All arrived safely at Dulles 
Airport last evening.

Subject: Re: Capacitor choices for re-capping BA's 


As others have noted, generic polyester film, in any epoxy-sealed 
package, will blow the socks off the original paper caps that came in 
the radio. The AES ones are indeed nice for having the leads coming 
out the end. 


Metalized polyester is fine, you don't need film & foil construction. 
Some of the more exotic plastic dielectrics are LESS volumetrically 
efficient than wax paper was, so you may have the nasty problem of 
squeeing in larger capacitors. (Smaller is so much easier.) 


Paper caps are still available (epoxy sealed of course). They are 
used in situations where there's a high likelihood of serious voltage 
overload. (Such as across the line caps.) The reason is that they 
tend to heal after overloads, where the plastic film caps tend to go 
into a (flaming) death spiral. So, if any of the caps you are 
replacing are across the line or line to ground, please use the proper 
safety-rated capacitors (X1 or Y as appropriate). 


I'm also responding to another response that discussed film resistors. 
The one place I'd try and avoid them is for grid-stoppers. (Small 
resistors in series with a control grid, close to the socket, 100 ohms 
to 1K.) That's a place where you don't want to add inductance, you 


trying to damp out the inductance of the wires! However, this is also 
an application with very loose tolerances, it doesn't matter if the 
100 ohm grid stopper is now 50 or 200 ohms. So, the old one is 
probably fine, even if 50% off-value.

If anyone is using Netscape 4.xx specifically, here's a hint. It sends 
HTML mail by default. 


Just go to preferences and change the setting in MAIL/Groups - Messages. 
If you need to send HTML mail to anyone outside of this group, just go 
ahead and compose your mail as you normally would. As you go to send the 
E-mail, Netscape will alert you and give the choice of sending as HTML, 
plain text or both. If the entire message has been composed as plain 
text, it will be sent as plain text without the "intercept" message.
